THE RAILWAY RATE BILL. 


The President is reported to be in 


favor of tho Hepburn lallway rate 
bill's, substance though not particular 
about its form. In other words, he is 
willing that the Senate shall amend 
tha bill as much as It pleases so Ions 
as the main features aro preserved. 


The Senate, however, does not seem 


to lay any more stress on matters of 
farm than, does the President. 
The 


amendments proposed are substantial, 
not rhetorical. 
They provide for a 


complete review of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's findings, both as 
to the law and the facts. The Hep- 
burn bill makes the finding of the facts 
by the Commission conclusive. 


The wisdom of a largo measure of 


review seems to be the chief point of 
difference between the two wlmjs of 
the Capitol, with the President favor- 
ing the Hepburn bill's limitation of the 
power of the courts. 


There is nruch to be said on both 


sides of the question. 1? the integrity 
ot the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sioners could be guaranteed against 
personal and political Influences, the 
Commission could safely be trussed 
with the first and final finding of the 
facts, and possibly of the construction 
of the law bearing thereon; otherwise, 
the wisdom and Justice of an appeal 
to the courts Is apparent. It may be 
said, In answer to this, that tho courts 
are as likely to be venal as the Cora- 
mission, and this is true; but it never- 
theless logically fojlowa that oae Is 
more apt to be susceptible to «ril in> 
fl-uences than both. "There 1» safety 
In numbers."
